It is refreshing, betimes, lo turn from 
t he consideration of public matters in 
our own " tight little isle " tn a review 
of the current political topics in the 
Mother Country. It is plain that a 
marked and radical change is impend- 
ing in the commercial policy of the 
country and, in so far as that policy 
may have a bearing upon parties, in 
the government of that country. Twelve 
months ago, when Beaconsfield was 
taunted with the remark that he had 
once been an ardent protectionist he re- 
torted that he had grown wise sinco 
then. Ifad Beaoonspield lived a few 
months longer he would have beheld 
the leaders of his party preparing to 
adopt the doctrines of the protection- 
ists which he so lately repudiated, with 
every prospect of acceding to ollice after 
the next general election. The enlarg- 
ing of the electoral body will place the 
ballot in the hands of hundreds of 
thousands of workinginen who art- pro 
teetionists because they believe that 
they have been justified by the policy 
of pigheaded free trade. And they are 
not far from right. The synip 
torus and evidence multiply daily 
that the great mass of the English work 
ing classes are getting thoroughly arous 
t-d and are strongly, even fiercely, in 
earnest as to trade matters. The Sugar 
Operatives' Committee's reply to Mr. 
GLADSTONE'S long-winded letter may 
have been of scant courtesy, but there 
is no possibility of mistaking the tension 
and strain of feeling which it indicated. 
The London correspondent of the York 
shire Pn.it, a thoroughly Conservative 
journal, telegraphs: I am informed by 
the most trustworthy authority that 
the Conservative leaders are seriously 
and anxiously considering the advisa- 
bility of adopting the cry of " Recip- 
rocity." Consultations on the subject 
have been held, and the local agents of 
the party are strongly urging the lead- 
ers to throw their fortunes into the 
Reciprocity, or, as it is called, Fair 
Trade Movement. The electioneering 
managers of the Conservatives say that 
if they take up this question they will 
gain largely in the manufacturing eon- 
•jtituencies," and that it opens the most 
hopeful prospect of returning the Con- 
servative party to power. The great 
difficulty in the way is the counties. 
It is not likely that the farmers will bo 
willing to support the policy of protec- 
tion which does not touch foreign 
wheat, while it would be hopeless to 
ask the working classes to tax the 
principal element of their own food. 
There is, however, some expectation 
lhat the farmers might, support a move 
ment for taxing foreign manufactured 
goods, in the hope that it would ulti 
mately extend to agricultural produce. 
The question is now being actively de 
bated in the secret counsels of the Con 
servative party. The report is that 
Lord Salisbury favors the adoption of 
the reciprocity movement as an instru 
ment of party warfare, and that in the 
course of the autumn he will mul.e a 
declaration on the subject.

Toronto, duly Mrs. lioliinson, 
wife of the Lieut. Governor, devised a 
novel adornment of the dining table at 
the dinner given to the Marquis of 
Lome. The centre of the table eon 
sisted of a large aquarium, with its 
full complement of gold fish, rockeries, 
water lilies and aquatic plants, the 
the whole surmounted by a large foun- 
tain, which sent up a column of water, 
the spray from which lent a delightful 
coolness to the air. The effect is said 
to have been unique and charming. 
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St. Thomas, Ju'y 19. — Some time 
ago the Canadian public was, by wide 
and judicious advertising, introduced 
to a marvellous, new and wonderfully 
propertied beverage called kaoka, 
which vas to drivo tea out of the 
market, and supplant coffee on the 
breakfast table. So great was the de- 
mand that the factory here was run 
night and day, ai 1 an enterprising 
Yankee named Hen v Wood Booth, at 
the bottom of it, induced .some St. 
Thomas men to put 811,000 in a joint 
stock company to extend the work. 
Latelv, however, the demand for kaoka 
dwindled to nothing, and so did the 
profits, till now the thing is a "busted 
concern.'' The stuff was made out of 
bran and molasses, and cost next to 
nothing. 

An attempt was made to introduce 
the drink into the United States and 
Croat Britain, but failed, owing to t'tie 
high duty demanded. At one time 
the agent' in Montreal sold ten tons a 
month. 

Montreal, July 21.— The Marquis 
of Lome got sold the other day at 
Quebec. On Thursday evening a man 
and woman arrived at the St. Louis 
hotel ami registered as "Lord and Lady 
Belter, London, Kngland." Shortly 
after this numerous of the tuft hunting 
brethren called on the alleged member 
of the nobility and were much pleased 
with i heir gracious reception. The 
newspapers next morning noticed his 
arrival, and the tiovornor-Ueneral sent 
his card from the Citadel. Next aftei 
noon "Lord Heifer" drove up to the 
Citadel in princely style, and met His 
Excellency. The Covernor extended 
his band. but. suddenly something 
iu the alleged nobleman's appearance 
caused him to suspect that he was a 
fraud. Very slight investigation 
proved the suspicion to be correct. 1 he 
fellow was ordered to leave the place 
and was requested to get out of the 
city. The same evening "Lord and 
Lady Belfer" shook the dust from their 
feet and it is probable that Quebec will 
see t hem no more. 

THEY ATE HIM. 

How the Fiji Islanclor3 Troatod an Ob- 
joeticuablo Government Agout. 

The Fiji 77//JC*, of May ISlh, em - 
tains the following: 

A strange talo of cannibalism has 
been reported, with all apparent cir- 
cumstantiality, from the interior of 
A" iti Levu. The native teacher sta 
tionedat.Na Drau, on being supplied 
with food by the townsfolk, Jwas liorri 
lied to observe that a portion of it was 
human flesh. tie at once exclaimed 
against the food, and refused lo eat o 
it. Those who brought it to him ad 
mitted that it was human flesh, and said 
they had killed and cooked the Cov 
ernment officer, and if he persisted in 
refusing to eat they would kill and cook 
him also. In terror of his life he ate 
a little, but took the first opportunity 
of escaping from his terrible entertain 
ers, and made his way to the coast, 
where he reported the crime and sub- 
sequent abomination that had been 
perpetrated. The report sr-erns almost 
incredible, but it is given on authority 
which leaves but little doubt as to its 
authenticity. Uisatisfaction with the 
Government, of which the officer was 
the representative, is said to have been 
the cause of the murder. 

A Past Stoamor Projoct. 

New York, duly 1". — The Sn.i says: 
"Designs have been made by a Swedish 
naval architect for a new kind of At- 
lantic passenger steamer, which shall 
attain a speed of from twenty to twen- 
ty one knots an hour, and make the 
voyage across the Atlantic in six days. 
To do this the ship must steam at. an 
average of at least twenty knots the 
whole distance, and therefore must be 
capable of going faster when the wind 
anil tide are not dead against the ves- 
sel, so as to make up for time lost when 
the circumstances are not so favorable. 
The ship proposed by Captain Lunborg, 
the Swedish engineer, is to be f>00 feet 
long bv 71 feet broad, and to be pro- 
pelled by four compound engines eapa- 
hle of developing together 22,800 indi- 
cated horse power,. It is intended to 
carry GOO first-class and 1 ,500 second 
and third-class passengers, and !t,000 
tons of cargo, besides 3,200 tons of coal, 
or enough for lf»0 hours steaming at 
full speed. Tin; prominent idea of 
Captain Lundborg is to so build his 
ship that the main body shall divide 
the water horizontally instead of verti- 
cally. The hull, therefore, projects be 
low the water-line, and this peculiarity 
of his design enables him to have large 
engine room, to get great capacity with 
shallow draught, and to give his vessel 
favorable lines. The purpose is to re 
.luce other resistance to a minimum 
The power used would give the ship, 
according to the ordinary formula used 
for calculating speed, something over 
twentv knots.j 1 1 is supposed, however, 
that she would be faster, since little 
power would he lost in wave making, 
the water having a clear run astern, be- 
ing divided horizontally by the project- 
ing lower part, of her hull. The Lon- 
don engineer, however, speaks with 
respect of Captain Lundborg's i leas, 
and urges that they be put, to a prae 
tieal test in a steamer of moderate size.

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There was a large gathering of volun- 
teers and spectators at the drill shed last 
evening. The building was brilliantly 
lighted and the Artillery and Companies 
I and Victoria Ititles, (numbering in 
all about 115 men) were put through a 
sharp drill by Captain Uupont, senior 
ullieer. The evolutions were not nl to- 
gether satisfactory, but they were, never- 
theless, creditable, when it is remembered 
that many of the members are young re- 
cruits who have bad but little opportun- 
ity for instruction. Colonel Laurie in- 
spected the companies about o'clock, 
passing between the ranks and examining 
the accoutrements with a critical eye, 
stopping occasionally to point out a defect 
and suggest a remedy, or to address a few 
woi ds of encouragement and compliment 
i o individual members 

inspection the companies were drawn up 
in square ami addressed by Colonel Laurie. 
The colonel said he had met the volun- 
teers to-night for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the condition of tho force and of the 
public property entrusted to their care, 
lie believed that every member had join- 
ed from good and patriotic motives, and 
all should understand their position ex- 
actly. What was wanted was confidence 
confidence in the weapon they carried, 
ill. in which there was none better in the 
hands of the soldiers of any country. 
Noxt, they wanted confidence in them- 
selves that self-eolifidenco which was 
the essence of a man. And they want- 
ed confidence in their officers, which they 
might well have as he had nut met any- 
where in Canada ofticers who wore anima- 
ted by mure worthy or patriotic motives 
than were tin: officers of the Victoria com- 
panies. There were defects in the com- 
panies, of course; be would try anil find 
them out and he relied upon the coopera- 
tion of the men to assist him in remedying 
them. Volunteers should never belittle 
themselves. There was good material 
bore for an etl'ective volunteer corps and 
ho hoped the members would get over the 
habit of self-depreciation and strive to ar- 
rive at a state of efficiency. Three bund 
red men might be as good, man for man, 
as 5000. The companies were below the 
standard, and he asked every member 
who had a friend to invite that friend to 
join thu corps. In Montreal (he coin 
panics were full and ten or fifteen 
men stood awaiting vacuities to join. 
Ho asked them to come in and remain as 
long as they could do so pleasantly. There 
was a certain amount of work that 
seemed drudgery at first, but when the 
duties were unco understood and learned 
they became a pleasure. After a few 
further remarks Colonel Laurie took 
leave of the men who were then dismissed. 
They had listened attentively and with 
profit to the excellent and soldierly ad- 
dress. The gallant colonel, who came 
amongst us an almost entire stranger, 
seems to have won the confidence of tho 
corps already and wo expect toseeau early 
improvement in every respect

A correspondent of tho Seattle I'uA 
says: — Olympia reminds one of Victoria 
The people of the latter town maintain 
the reputation of the true Englishman in 
their methods of doing business. They 
never hurry— take life easy and live more 
for the pleasure of life than the attain- 
ment of wealth. The American people, 
on the contrary, as a rule, shorten their 
days and cheat themselves of half tin,, 
pleasures of life, by untiring devotion to 
business and the getting of money. But 
this objection certainly docs not lio when 
applied to the residents of the capital at 
tho head of the sound. Business is con- 
ducted on the slow-going plan of our Bri- 
tish cousins at Olympia. To a stranger or 
occasional visitor standing on tho street 
corner, tho conclusion is reached that 
every one is employed by the government 
at a liberal salary to till every position. 
There is no rush, nor hurry nor bustle. 
Everybody seems to hi! provided for for 
life in advance, and to be thoroughly con- 
versant with the southing fact. Business 
houses open late and close early. And 
after making a sale to you of any article 
of merchandise, the easy-going, indepen- 
dent storekeeper or clerk never asks you 
"Is there anything else, f.i-day i" He 
thinks you can entile back to-morrow or 
ask for it. 

5au Francisco Lumbor Trado. 

From January 1st to .Inly 1st, 1HS0. 
there were received at San Francisco 
!H;,8'j:i, l^ feet of lumbei of all soils; for 
the same period in 1881 there were re- 
ceived 1 17,-70, 1(315, showing a very mark- 
ed improvement in the business, in 1881, 
18,000,000 more shingles Were received 
than in 1880, and other branches show a 
similar improvement, with tho exception 
of fencing, in which there is a falling oil' 
ill 1881 of 1,500,000 loot. The demand 
has been increasing with the supply, and 
is greater now than at any time previous. 
In fact, for the first time m a long term 
of years, a shipment of lumber from one 
of tho Burrard Inlet mills is reported, 
and we are told that the profit in the 
trade is so great at present that tonnage 
dues, duties and all the expenses incident 
to foreign trade can bo overcome in thu 
happiest manner possible by our neigh- 
bors of British Columbia. The demand, 
it is also said, will wart ant the removal 
of the restrict ion against working nights 
in tho mills on the Sound, and will justi- 
fy cutting every hour of the 24. The Se- 
attle Intellitjenetr says tho foreign trade 
has picked up immensely of late, and our 
exports this year in deep water ships will 
fully double those of last year.

Paris, Aug. I. - Terrible explosion 
in a mine at La ur cites, department of I 
Nord; ten persons killed and twenty I 
badly injured. 

London, Aug. 1. Lord Salisbury 
followed Lord ( 'ai l ingford, and wa.s re- 
ceived with loud cheers by the oonser 
vatives. He most severely criticised 
the bill, and reviewed past legislation 
for I reland. The government, he said, 
sought to make the report of the Rich 
tnond commission the basis for a bill, 
but the main point in that bill was 
that tenants' improvements- were en 
dangered. According to the bill, laud 
lords could not even select the site for 
cottages. 1 Le became a sort of inortga 
gee of his own estate, with uncertain 
security, a sort of head agent for a land | 
commission winch had bins hostile to 
the landlord's interest. Lord Salis 
bliry's speech can be .summed up as 
follows: He agrees to the bill under 
the circumstances, but will standby 
amendments for the insertion of a clear 
definition for fair rent, for exemption 
of estates managed on the English 
system, and tenantries of over one 
hundred pounds yearly from the oper- 
ation of tin; bill, and for maintenance 
of the inviolability of leases. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne (liberal) 
said he regarded the bill as an attempt 
to quell agrarian aggression by indis- 
criminate concession of proprietorial 
rights. 

Lord luchiquin (eonservative)strong 
Iv condemned the bill. 

The Marquis of Waterford, conser- 
vative, said that the bill was one of 
confiscation without compensation. The 
whole history of the bill, he said, 
showed that it was really an answer 
to tho land league agitation. lie 
hoped that the house would very e u ii 

siderably amend the bill in ,- 

mittee. 

Lord Lvtton .--aid that the bill was a 
revolutionary concession to threats of 
rebellion and a step onward in a course 
that must end in eit her dissolution of 
connection between England and Ire 
land or civil war. 

London, Aug. 2. lu the House of 
Lords the Duke of Argyle, liberal, in 
an hour's speech attacked the land lull. 
He compared the government to a 
jelly-fish. He advised the government 
to tell the Irish that they must hence 
forth support the decisions of the eon rl , 
and that poverty is no ex, use for 
w rong. 

The'Dukeof Marlborough, conspr 
vative, also spoke in condemnation of 
the bill. 

The Duke of Argyle said that there 
it was a feeling of bitterness and huuiili 
ie ation which was not confined to that 
re I houso in being obliged to tyvopt a 
to which many had so strong funda 
mental objections. Universal power, 
he said, is given to three men nf valu 
ing rents all over Ireland, which was 
eminently ridiculous, as giving ;ibso 
lute right of sale to everybody was 
eminently unjust. lie partially at 
tacked the provision iu the bill enabl 
ing the land court to interfere in leases. 
If the effect of the bill was to retain 
tho poorest class of tenants on holdings, 
it would only perpetuate difficulties in 
Ireland. Nojpeople could prosper who, 
like many Irish tenants,had been plead 
ing poverty as excuses for fraud. 

The lord high chancellor said that 
the land bill wa.s fenced in with such 
safeguards as would prevent undue in 
terference with tin; rights of property. 
The bill would strungtlie.n the moral 
power of the government for enforce 
raent of law. 

Lord (.'turns, conservative, said that 
the fact that landlords are suffering by 
the present disturbed state cf affairs 
was through the government's abne- 
gation of its primary functions and 
encouragement of agitation, 

The colonial secretary, having replied 
to Lord Cairns, the second reading of 
the bill was adopted without division, 
and the secretary expressed satisfac- 
tion at the tone of thff'-debate, show- 
ing the unanimous opinion that legis- 
lation is necessary. 

Lord Penman (liberal) announced 
that he • would move rejection of the 
bill on going into committee Thursday 
next. 

London, Aug. '2, — In the commons

he shall give notice by advertisement in 
one of the local papers in which the ori- 
ginal notice was advertised and on such 
day he shall sell such lands for any sum 
he can realize and shall accept such sum 
as full payment of such arrears of taxes. 

10. If the purchaser of any property or 
parcel of laud fails immediately to pay to 
tho Assessor and Collector the amount of 
the purchaso money, the Assessor and 
Collector shall forthwith again put up the 
property for sale. 

11. Immediately after every sale the 
Assessor and Collector shall return a list 
of the arrears satisfied by such sale to tho 
Treasurer of the Corporation and shall at 
the same time pay in the proceeds of such 
salo to the said Treasurer. 

12. The Assessor and Collector, after 
selling any land for taxes, shall give a 
Certificate under his hand to the pur- 
chaser stating distinctly what part of 
proportion, as the caso may bo, of tho 
land and what interest therein have been 
sold; or stating that the whole lot, section 
or ostato has been so sold and describing 
tho same, and also stating the quantity of 
land, the sum for which it has been sold 
and the expenses of sale; and further stat- 
ing that a deed conveying the same to the 
purchaser or Ilia assigns according to the 
nature of the estate or interest sold will 
be executed by him and the Mayor, on 
his or their demand, at any time after the 
expiration of one year from the date of 
the Certificate if the land be not previous- 
ly redeemed. 

13. The Assessor and Collector shall be 
entitled to five per centime commission 
upon the sums collected by him as afore- 
said. 

14 This Bylaw may be cited 
purposes as "The Victoria Res 
Tax Sale Bylaw, 1881."

A BYLAW to Authorize the Sale of 
Lands within the City of Victoria, 
upon which Taxos have been due and 
in Arrear for Three Years. 

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT 
that all lands or parcel of lands with- 
in tho City of Victoria upon which taxes 
havo been due and in arrear for three 
yoars shall be sold and the proceeds ap- 
plied in the reduction of such taxes; 

Be it enacted therefore by tho Mayor 
and Council of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria: 

' 1. Tho Assessor and Collector of the 
Municipal Council of the City of Victoria 
is hereby authorized and directed, when- 
aoever taxes on any land have been due 
for three years preceding the Fifteenth 
day of July, 1881, to submit to the Mayor 
of the City of Victoria a list, m duplicate, 
of all the lands liable under the provi- 
sions of this Bylaw to he sold for taxes, 
with the amount of arrears against each 
lot set opposite to the same; and the j 
Mayor shall authenticate such lists by 
affixing the Seal of the Corporation and 
hia signature, and one of such lists Hhall 
be deposited with the Clerk of the Cor 
poration and the other shall be returned 
to the Assessor and Collector with a war- 
rant thereto annexed under the baud of 
the Mayor and the Seal of the Corpora- 
tion, commanding him to levy upon th.- 
land for the arrears due thereon, with his 
cost3. 

2. It shall not be the duty of the. As- 
sessor and Collector to make enquiry be- 
fore effecting a sale of lands fur taxes to 
ascertain whether or not there in any dis- 
tress upon the laud, nor shall In- he 
bound to enquire into or form any opinion 
of the value of the land. 

.'5. The Assessor and Collector shall pre- 
pare a copy of tho list of lands to he sold, 
and shall include therein, in ;i separate 
column, a statement of the proportion of 
costs chargeable on each lot for advertis- 
ing and for the commissions authorized 
by this Bylaw to be paid to him, and shall 
cause such list to be published in some 
daily paper in tho City of Victoria for a 
period of throe months preceding such in- 
tended sale. 

4. The advertisement shall contain a 
notification that unless the arrears and 
costs ai'o sooner paid, he will proceed to 
soil the lands for tho taxes on a day, a 
time and at a place named in the adver- 
tisement. 

5. The Assessor and Collector shall, at. 
least three months before tho time of sale, 
also deliver to or deposit in the PostolRcc 
to the address of the owner of such pro- 
perty which is to bo sold for taxes a afore- 
said or to the agent of such owner, a no-
